former Judge Henry W. Blodgett of 
the United States district court wan­ 
dered from his residence in Waukegan 
Tuesnay during the brief absence of 
bis daughter from his bedside. 
Many 
hours afterward he was taken home 
after having been brought to a police 
station. 
When found he was said to 
be greatly exhausted. 
Former Judge Blodgett is 83 y ears 
old and has been ill all winter. 
Dur­ 
ing the last two weeks he has declined 
rapidly . 
His sight, which for some 
time has been bad, recently left him 
entirely . 
Since then he has not been 
permitted to leave the house unat­ 
tended. 
Judge Blodgett is the last survivor 
of that notable group of Illinois poli­ 
ticians of the old school. 
Iri 1863 he 
represented Lake county in the legis­ 
lature, and was the only “ free-soller” 
in the house.

The brown or black bear of Califor­ 
nia is the most cowardly animal that 
roams the hills. 
He is a worse thief 
than the northern wolverene and at the 
same time better natured than half the 
farm dogs the hunter chances upon. A 
pair at play will furnish more amuse­ 
ment than a three ring circus and run 
like seared deer if you but show your­ 
self through the brush. 
In short, the 
brown bear is the most “ amooaiu' euss" 
of all if approached properly. 
But don't be misled into picking a 
fight with either of our small bears 
unless you are well armed, for the 
black or brown bear <one and the same 
animal under variations of pelagei will 
fight ferociously when cornered. 
You 
will come upon them. too. in the most 
unexpected places. 
Not even tin* will­ 
ful jacksnipe can beat a brown bear in 
variability of iuixkIs or choice of fm*d- 
ing ground. 
Traveling In the moun­ 
tains one is apt tu come upon Sir Bruin 
drinking from a little wayside stream 
and the very next day, having descend­ 
ed Into the foothills, find possibly a 
pair playing about some poorly guard 
ed sheep camp. 
Good natured as is either of these 
smaller bears, which weigh from loo 
to 500 pounds apiece, it is best to know 
how to hunt them before attempting 
it. 
As with most big game, the best 
way to hunt them for sport is alom 
armed with a reliable rifle and a good 
knife, though there is seldom occasion 
for using the latter if the hunter keeps 
cool. 
If one is hunting for hides or to 
rid a section of undesirable bear neigh­ 
bors, a well trained little dog Is prob 
ably the best ally. 
Fox terriers usual­ 
ly are the best, as they are quick, re 
sourceful and brave to a degree. 
A lit 
tie dog brought up in a good bear ooun 
try, where he has roamed the hills all 
his life, has had the best training possi 
ble and is a prize to be taken cure of. 
As has been said, a black or brown 
bear seldom keeps one address long, 
but likely most of them just now* are 
down among the oaks, where the fall­ 
en acorns afford them an easy living. 
There are possibly a good many along 
the willow fringes of the larger water 
courses, but once let the bear get first 
sight of you there and he will make 
off into a tangle of elder scrub, willow 
underbrush and blackberry vines, in 
which you and your dogs will last 
about three minutes. 
If a bear could be persuaded to play 
football he would make the swellest 
line bucker ever on a gridiron, judging 
by the way he goes through a tangle 
of undergrowth, and tin* way a bear 
of any species will attend to a dog 
that dares to follow him alone into 
such a retreat is certainly scandalous.

To be "in ” the Almanach is to be in 
possession of a passport to practically 
any society and to find oneself equip 
ped with ulmost unliuiittd credit. 
But to get “ in” is no easy matter. 
Money alone is of no account whatev 
er 
You will search in valu among 
its pages for the names of mere mil 
liouaires of any country which an* not 
linked with titles, 
On the other hand, the titles and dig 
aides of the many American million 
airesses who have married princes, 
dukes and others of that ilk are set 
fortli in full they, their sisters, their 
cousins and their aunts, to say nothing 
of their descendants. 
True, the “ Whitaker of Mouarchs," 
as It has been not inaptly christened, 
makes some few concessions to die 
deiuocradc spirit of the age. 
In In­ 
cludes the names of presidents of re­ 
publics, for instance. 
But this Is a comparatively modern 
Innovation. 
If we turn back to the 
earlier issues we find that the very 
mention of such n form of government 
was ostentatiously ignored. 
France, for example, according to 
the Almanach, was a monarchy in 
1702 and for many years thereafter, 
the editor continuing to print in edi- 
don after «ilition the name of Jiouis 
X V II. as reigning monarch. 
When, however, Napoleon was pro­ 
claimed emperor he at once qualified 
automatically for a place In its pages, 
d he was not long In insisting upon 
right being recognized 
Indeed It 
is said that he wrote out with his own 
hand a complete list of his relatives, 
whose names hi* wished InsertiHl, and 
made it so long that the editor de­ 
murred. 
But Napoleon was not a man to bo 
trifled with by an almanac maker, find 
the list went in. 
He aim* succeed­ 
ed in getting the Alnuuiach 
itself 
printed in the French language, in 
which it has ever since remained. l*re 
viously, from its first publication in 
]7«i.*{. it bad been issued in German, 
In many other ways, too, Bonaparte 
exercised a rigid supen Ision over the 
contents of dn* little red covered vol­ 
ume. In November, isos, for instance, 
the edition for the ensuing year bad 
just been worked off, when a body of 
French troops entered the office and 
destroyed the entire impression. 


Th e 
only answer of tin* officer In 
charge when the proprietors expostu­ 
lated was that he was acting under 
the orders of the emperor, and by the 
same authority he was also going to 
conduct the editor a prisoner to i'jiris. 
This was forthwith done, and there 
the trembling captive learned for the 
first time the nature of his offense. He 
had, it appeared, In obedience to the 
usual alphabetical rule governing such 
matters, opened his list of German 
princes with Anhalt. 
Napoleon was furious. 
Was he not 
“ protector of the Rhenish confedera­ 
tion?” Of course! Very well, then. He 
would he placed at the head of thu 
Rhine nobles. 
In other words, the al­ 
phabet was made, at his express com­ 
mand, to begin with “ X.” 
Worse still, from the point of view 
of the proprietors, Napoleon, having 
got their editor Jn Paris, refused to 
permit him to return to Gotha, and the 
issues of the Aiuianuch up to the pe­ 
riod of the restoration of the Bourbons 
were printed and published In the 
French capital. 
Tin* 
result is a most, extraordinary 
distortion of the historical Incidents of 
those memorable years. 
No mention, 
for instance, Is made of the buttle of 
Trafalgar, am! Wellington’s peninsula 
campaign might have been a dream for 
all the notice accorded to it, while, on 
the other hand, all the doings of Bonn 
parte and the deeds of his “grand 
army” are chronicled in the most elab 
orate detail. 
George III. is said to have offered 
the owners of the copyright £15,i*j0 for 
the privilege of being included in Its 
pages as “ king of Corsica,” only to 
meet with a curt refusal. 
This was 
in 1794. 
Forty years later Don Carlos sud­ 
denly appeared in Spain at the bead 
of a large army and sent a special me* 
senger to Gotha asking to be recognized 
by tin* editor as the legitimate ruler of 
that distracted country. 
He, too, is 
said to have offered a considerable 
bribe, which was promptly declined.
